6,088 instruments have been taken 
in, recorded, and double indexed 
the report shows.

handled up to about 10,000. 


In addition to this 
a 
number 


of certified copies of instruments 
have been made by the office and 
a mountain of other routine work 
turned out by the clerk's 
office.
